FACTORIES 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA YEAR 1960-61 
SCOPE This bulletin summarizes information relating to factory operations com 


piled annually and shows either in total or by class of factory details 

of : number of factories 3 number of persons employed 3; salaries and 
wages paid 3; value of land, buildings, plant, and machinery 3 value of materials used 3 
value of power and fuel used 3 value of production 3 value of output 3 capacity of 
engines used. 


DEFINITIONS For the purpose of this collection a factory is defined as an establish- 
ment in which four or more persons are employed or where power driven 
machinery is used in any manufacturing, repairing, or assembling process. 


The figures relating to employment include proprietors who work in their 
own businesses but exclude anyone engaged in selling or distribution. 


Value of output is the value of the goods manufactured and includes 
bounty and subsidy payments and amounts received for repair work and work done on 
commission; it excludes excise duties and all delivery costs and charges. 


Value of production is the value added to raw materials by the process 
of manufacture and is calculated by deducting from the value of output the value of 
materials used, power and fuel consumed, tools replaced, containers, and repairs to 
plant and buildings. 


Value of land and buildings and value of plant and machinery include 
estimated amounts for rented premises and plant. 


FACTORY The number of factories for which details of operations during 1960-61 
OPERATIONS are included in this bulletin is 5,042, the number for 1959-60 being 
SUMMARY 4,684. The main reason for this increase is given under "Size of 


Factories" on page 3. 


Average employmens over the year increased from 99,018 in 1959-60 to 
99,955 in 1960-61, a little less than 1 percent, but June 30th employment 1961 was 
5,589 less at 95,018 than June 30th employment of 100,607 in 1960. 


The value of production rose from £162,974,000 for 1959-60 to 
£170,062,000 for 1960-61, an increase of 4.3 per cent compared with increasos of 16.6 
per cent, 4.9 per cent, and 5.1 per cent, for 1959-60, 195859, and 1957-58 respectively. 


The value of land and buildings increased by 13.0 per cent to 
£87,729,000 and the value of plant and machinery by 15.1 per cent to £113,100,000. 


Compared with the immediate pre-war year of 1938-39 mean population has 
increased by 60.8 per cent, the number of factories by 143.9 per cent, and the number 
of factory employees by 130.5 per cent.

In the past two years the coverage of the collection has been 
improved by the inclusion for the first time of a number of small firms 
which are not liable to register as factories but which conform to the 
definition shown on page 1 of this bulletin.

CAPACITY OF For 1960-61 the capacity of steam engines was 105,000 H.P. greater than 
ENGINES for the previous year, the increase being mainly additional steam tur-— 
bines installed in electricity generating stations. The rated capacity 
of electric motors used in factories increased by 54,000 H.P., mainly in 
four groups of industries : food, drink, and tobacco (10,000) ; sawmills, joinery, |

Although average employment over the whole year was somewhat higher than 


for the previous year the number of persons employed at 30th June 1961 


was 5,589 less than at 30th June 1960. 


The decline in employment 


occurred mainly in the second half of the financial year, mostly in the metals, machines, 


and conveyances group of industries.

Generally the power, fuel, materials, etc. used in factories increased 
slightly. The quantity of Leigh Creek coal consumed, almost all of which 
is used for the generation of electricity, increased by 282,000 tons from 
676,719 tons in 1959-60 to 958,709 tons in 1960-61. The quantity of 
other coal used fell by 166,000 tons to 572,494 tons.

VALUE_OF The value of factory production at £170,062,000 was &7,088,000 higher 
PRODUCTION than for 1959-60, an increase of 4.3 per cent compared with increases of 
16.6 per cent in 1959-60, 4.9 per cent in 1958-59, and 5.1 per cent in 


1957-58. 


Most groups of industries showed a small or moderate increase, the 
largest being : heat, light, and power 18.3 per cent 3 treatment of non-metal mine pro- 
ducts 15.6 per cent 3 motor vehicle repairs 14.7 per cent. Five of the groups included 
in Table No. 8 showed a decrease for 1960-61 compared with the previous year, the 
largest decrease being 12.3 per cent for the skins and leather group 3 all other 
decreases were less than 5 per cent.
